Damage to Shipping. 

Judging from the number of disasters reported, 
tue damage done to the shipping on the lakes 
by the severe gales of Sunday and Monday nights 
last must have been immense. New disasters 
are reported daily-. The mild weather during 
the last few days bas enabled many of the ves- 
sels, driven ashore? to get afloat. 

The schooner Orkney Lass, which was ashore 
near Grand Haven, has been hauled off, and 
was brought to this city, yesterday morning, in 
a leaky condition. She has been taken to the 
dry-docks. 


The schooner Cambria. laden with railroad- 
iron, sprung a leak, and grounded at Long Point, 
Lake Erie. a few days since. She was got off 
und talen to Detroit on Friday. 

The schooner R. J. Sanborn, lumber-laden, 
from Manistee, ran ashore in trying to enter 
that port. She has already gene to pieces. The 
Ranborn was built in Buffalo in 1859.
